Systems and techniques to compile profile information for a user of a 
computer network into a user object. In general, in one implementation, the 
technique includes: collecting profile information implicitly and explicitly from 
structured data sources; collecting profile information implicitly from unstructured 
data sources; and importing profile information inherited from collaborative 
entities with which the user is associated. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1, 14, 25 
and 26 have been amended to include the following limitation that was not found in the prior art: 

different filtered views of the user profile based on different types of context information, the 
filtered views including a first view having the explicit context information, a second view having the 
implicit context information, and a third view having the inherited context information
